This  month  marks  the  end  of  the  UN  Decade  for 
Women  (1976-85)  which  was  declared  in  recognition 
of  the  need  to  address  sexist  oppression  and  to 
empower  women  worldwide.  As  delegates  from  national 
and  international,  governmental  and  non-governmental 
entities  prepare  to  convene  in  Nairobi,  Kenya,  July  1 0-26  for 
the  third  and  final  World  Conference  on  Women,  assess- 
ments are  being  made  on  the  progress  of  the  movement  for 
the  global  empowerment  of  women.  Black  women,  in  par- 
ticular, will  be  debating  how  they  have  fared/are  faring  in 
the  battle  against  triple-whammy  oppression:  racist,  sexist 
and  classist.

Though  some  contemporary 
black  women  are  only  reluctantly 
coming  to  realize  the  need  for  a 
feminist  agenda  within  the  con- 
text of  the  ongoing  struggle 
against  racism,  black  women  have 
been  active  in  the  women's  libera- 
tion movementsinceitsinception. 

The  roots  of  the  women's 
movement  in  the  United  States 
have  been  traced  to  white 
women's  involvement  in  1 9th  cen- 
tury abolitionist  activities.  Then, 
for  the  first  time,  white  women 
sought  to  actively  and  publicly 
oppose  a  morally  unacceptable 
aspect  of  society. 

As  they  attempted  to  movef  rom 
the  parlor  to  the  podium  —beyond 
the  confines  of  their  ascribed 
position  —  white 
women's  relationship  vis-a-vis 
white  men  was  crystalized.  Work- 


ing alongside  black  men  and 
women,  and  white  male  abolition- 
ists, white  women  were  made 
keenly  aware  of  their  own  inferior 
status  as  their  efforts  to  be  more 
visible  were  hindered.  They  began 
to  identify  and  analogize  their 
suppression  with  black 
oppression. 

White  women  worked  diligently 
for  the  abolition  of  slavery  and 
continued  their  alliance  with 
blacks  until  some  time  after  the 
Civil  War  when  the  issue  of  the 
15th  Amendment  which  would 
enfranchise  black  men  caused  a 
split  in  the  Equal  Rights  Associa- 
tion in  1869.  The  Equal  Rights 
Association  had  been  headed  by 
white  feminist  Elizabeth  Cady 
Stanton  and  staunch  women's 
rights  supporter  Frederick 
Douglass. 


The  possibility  of  enfranchise- 
ment for  black  men  taking  prece- 
dence over  white  women's  suf- 
frage evoked  internalized  but 
heretofore  restrained  racist  atti- 
tudes and  dissolved  the  tenuous 
relationship  between  the  two 
movements  which  was  repre- 
sented by  the  Equal  Rights 
Association. 

In  her  book  of  essays  on  black 
women's  history,  Women's 
Legacy,  historian  Bettina 
Aptheker  observed: "...  the  racist 
ideology  and  practice  led  many  to 
abandon  prematurely  the  strug- 
gle for  Afro-American  rights  once 
the  Civil  War  was  over,  and  racist 
assumptions  propelled  many 
women  into  ignoring  or  subordi- 
nating black  oppression  in  the 
face  of  thejr_own."  This  pattern

was  to  be  repeated  throughout  the 
history   of   the   white   women's 
movement. 

Black  women  meanwhile 
were  developing  an  under- 
standing of  their  peculiar  reality  in 
postbellum  America.  Sojourner 
Truth  and  other  black  women  had 
eloquently  and  convincingly 
helped  to  state  the  case  for  the 
abolition  of  slavery.  While  the 
initial  efforts  of  1 9th  century  black 
feminists  such  as  Josephine  St. 
Pierre  Ruffin  revolved  around 
abolition  and  women's  suffrage, 
combatting  the  tangible  manifes- 
tations of  racism  and  sexism 
superceded  those  issues. 

In  1892  Ida  B.  Wells,  activist  and 
journalist,  spearheaded  a  cam- 
paign that  focused  nationwide 
attention  to  the  lynching  of  black 
men  and  the  denigration  and  sex- 
ual assault  of  black  women.

Throughout 
their  history,  these  associations 
have  steadfastly  addressed  a 
black  agenda,  setting  goals  and 
objectives  consistent  with  the 
aspirationsand  values  of  blacksat 
various  points  in  their  history. 

From  the  postbellum  ladies 
literary  societies  with  their  con- 
cern for  the  degradation  of  black 
women  to  contemporary  political 
entities,  black  women's  groups 
have  advanced  the  causes  of 
needy  black  families,  high  unem- 
ployment and  employment  condi- 
tions, improved  education,  and 
civil  rights.
